liotwoon 1870 and 1S80, the num- 


ber of horses increased 2-1 per (Hint. 
of working oxen, decrease 39 pei 
cent.; milch cows, increase, U pel 
cent.; other cuttle, i) per cent,; 
sheep, decrease 28 per cent.; swine 
decrease 8 per cent. In the snnie 
period, 1870 to 1880,' tho prodiic- 
lions of Indian corn increased '20 
per cent., and Iho population 27 po: 
cent. 


It should be remarked that tho 


above figures 
include horses on 


/iirins, only. 
In 181 ft, tho Suite 


Census gave, 
horses and 15-15 cows in cities and 
villages in the Slato, not on farms. 


Jn regard to sheep, the State cen- 


sus included spring lambs, whicl 
were excluded in tho national census. 
This made a largo increase in tlio 
number ol'sheep reported in 1875. 


How to Trulu Tomato Vines. 


In my experience and observation 


in the cultivation of the tomato 
plant, I have never seen so profita- 
ble- a way as is practised by my 
next neighbor. 
When his ground is 


made ready, ho sets tho plants in 
rows about four feet apart, and three 
feet in the row. When about a foot 
high ho places n stake about 0 fool 
long firmly driven into the ground, 
leaving about four and a half feet 
above ground. To these stakes tin 
stalks aro tied, pains being taken as 
the plants grow to have n crotch at 
or near the ground. 
As these two 


branches grow, he entwines them 
about the slake. When any branch- 
es start oul of tho main stalk they 
aro allowed to grow only a few inch- 
es long, then bended in by taking 
off I ho terminal buds. 
In that way 


many side branches aro furnished 
for bearing. 


When planted in this way tho 


plants aro easily cultivated; light 
and air freely circulating in every 
part. Tho tomatoes being thus fa- 
vored, grow very large, and so far 
above the ground, are free from 
dirt, and all washing and cleaning 
aro avoided. They arc ready for 
market when picked. Where there 
is not a suitable branch formed near 
the ground, one stalk is wound 
around the stake and does well. 
When the stalks reach the top of 
the stake, they are not allowed to 
go higher. 
On plants set out in 


this climate about the last of April 
or May first, the first ripe fruit ap- 
pears about the middle of July, and 
growth of vine and yield of fruit 
continues until frost kills the leaves, 
usually three months of ripening. 


My neighbor tells me that in a 


good growing season he has picked 
from half a bushel to three pecks 
from each average stake, and no 
larger or smoother tomatoes than 
his appeared in the market. He al- 
so tells me that he would rather 
have the stalks taller than shorter. 
In this Tray of training the stalks 
the fruit is ripe two weeks earlier 
than by the low way of training, j 
The object of this trirnmins: is to in-] 
duee growth of fruit instead of un- 
necessary branches. 
When the 


A California correspondent of tho 


"Kursl Now Yorker" used Hie al- 
mond as a slock for tlio (Hindi, apri- 
cot and for primes. The grails 
grow with groat vigor, nearly all 
making a growth of ton feet tho first 
year, with side branches from one lo 
four leet. 
They wore shortened 


back lo keep thorn within bounds Iho 
second year, and all except the apri- 
cots bore well Iho third year. Many 
years ago wo employed tho hardy 
bitter almond in New York as a 
stock for tho peach, as not being 
liable to tho iillncks of the grub, 
bill Iho advantages gained hardly 
paid for tho trouble, and tho prac- 
tice was given up. 
Thoro is no 


question, however, that it would bo 
belter for Ihis purpose than iho 
plum.— [Country Gentleman.

]f lime is applied lo corn ground

One or two dustings of air-slaked 


lime is a good remedy for tho poai 
and cherry tree slug, of which there 
aro two broods—ono in Juno and 
another in August. 


The growth of a horse's mime may 


bo slimulalod by washing Iho skin 
of Ibe neck with warm water and 
soap, and then rubbing alcohol 'inlo 
il as a stimulant; a few drops ol 
tincture of cantlmridcs or capsicum 
may bo added to tho spirit. Kepeal 
daily. 


Tho fowls known as Sumatra are a 


variety of game fowl. They are of 
moderate size and of very brilliant 
black, with red, golden and g.'ceu 
rellections; aro exceedingly hand- 
some birds and rather rare, but are 
well worth keeping for tho beauty of 
their plumage. 


The causes of string-halt aro un- 


known, and no decided treatment 
can be determined for it.
